Toronto, October 10.—A dismal pic- 
ture of Europe was drawn by Lloyd 
George late Wednesday in one of the 
‘most significant speeches he has de- 
livered on his American tour. 

The British war leader told his 
audience of 5,000 that he wished he 
could say the world was tired of war. 

But Europe today, he declared, re- 
seinbles a man who got drunk and fell 
down stairs, cracking his skull, break- 
ing his arm, bruising himself sorely, 
and who under such circumscapces 
signed the pledge, only to begin filling 
his cellar with wines and liquors be- 
fore the sticking plaster was off. 

“You would say that man was go- 
ing on another bust,” the ex-preinier 
continued. “That is Europe teday. 
She signed a solemn compact of the 


_ league of nations, and yet she is arm- 


ing. She signed a pledge of peace, 
but is filling her cellars with the most 
deadly explosives. | 

“T fear that unless something in- 
tervenes, there will be another catas- 
trophe.”’ 

Empire Is Safety Block. 

Lloyd George said that the only 
effective league of nations in the 
world today is the British empire. 

He was telling his Canadian audi- 
ence how its war record had won 
Canada a place of equality among the 
nations—a certificate of nationuood. 

“You are a nation in a lea 
nations—the one effective ides of 
nations in the world—the British em- 
pire,” he said. “The other league of 
nations will succeed when it accom- 
plishes what the British empire has 
accomplished.” 

Picturing another world-war 9s an 
appalling possibility, Lloyd George 

» declared that “if it occurs it will not 
be like the last one. The last one 
was horrible, but it was nothing to 
what the next one will be if it comes. 
The next one may well destroy civili- 
zation, unless somebody, some hand 
intervenes. That is why I wart to 
see the British empire strong, united, 
the guardian of peace and freedom.” 

To Spread the News. 

What the British empire did once, 
it can do again, Lloyd George said, 
reviewing Britain’s war record. This 
record, he declared, is not known to 
many people in various parts of the 
world, or is overlooked by them. 

“IT am going to do my best todar 
sand in the future, to enlighten such 
people,” he said. “The British fleet 
made it possible for the allies to Leep 
up the fight. I would like to see 
appreciation of that tact in some lands 
that would be vassal states today. But 
for the British fleet and the Sritish 
empire France would have been soluat- 


ed and starved, Italy would not have |

The Gerfnmans are credited in French 
circles with being ready to negotiate 
only in order to have a hand in the 
Ruhr regime now that the resistance 
has ended, and Premier Poincare told 
the German envoy that, inasmuch as 
negotiations were in progress between 
the allies and the groups of indus- 
trialists and labor fteaders in the 
Ruhr, he did not consider it advis- 
able to undertake further eonversa- 
tions with Berlin on the same sub- 
ject. When Germany was ready to 
make a proposition covering the en- 
tire reparation question he would be, 
glad to consider it. 

No Progress Made. 
The communications made at Brus- 


om behalf of the reich are regardea 
as making no progress whatever 
toward a final solution of the prob- 
lem. A real gain, however, it is held, 
bas been made toward material re- 
sults from the Ruhr oceupatien in 


the Ruhr industrial ieaders, and the 
allies will center their attention upon 
such agreements until they receive 
something more prom’sing from Ber- 
lin.

County Detectives Patrol 
Stowe Township to Foil 
Local “Vigilantes.” 


Pittsburg, Pa., October 10.—Robert 
H. Braun, chief of Alleghany county 
detectives, and a squad of operatives, 
were tonight patrolling Stowe town- 
ship prepared to meet any emergency 
that might arise in consequence of 
the action of a self-appointed ‘“‘vigi- 
lance committee” in ordering negroes 
from the district. 


R. L. Vann, a nesro attorney, to- 
day protested to Chief Braun against | 
the action of the “vigilance commit- 
tee’ and was given assurance that 
all law-abiding negroes of the district 
would be protected. 


No estimates were available as to 
the number of negroes had left, but 
W. J. Duff, chief of the township po- | 
lice, reported that practically all those 
warned to leave departed during the 
day. The negroes who left were known 
as “new comers,” most of whom were | 
employed in steel mills.

DR. THORNWELL JACOBS SHAKEN BY EMOTION 


Pierced by Head of College

Cranham, England, October 10— 
Resting in a lead-lined elmwood cof- 
fin, almost as well preserved as if 
it had been deposited yesterday, the 
body of General James F. Oglethorpe 
was found late this afternoon in a 
brick vault under the floor of the ht- 
tle Parish church here, where it was 
interred 138 years ayo. The body 
of Lady Oglethorpe, who died two 
yeers later, rests beside that of her 
husband in a similar coffin. Large 
bronze nameplates give unmistakable 
evidence of the identity of the bodies. 

Time and the elements have appar- 
ently placed a light nand on the ven- 
erated Briton, who ‘uid the founda- 
tions of the present American states 
of Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, 
for the only sign of decay in the 
coffins is a slight break in a seam 
at the head of the general’s coffin, 
which exposes to view -he inner wood- 
en casket and lead lining.

mitted to the church © He was al- 
lewed to descend by means of a lad- 
der. With a flickering candle, it was 
possible to make ou: the following 
inscription on General Oglethorp’s 
coffin : “The Honorable General 
Oglethorpe. Died First July, 4785,” 

The vault is built of large, heavy 
red bricks; it is about 10 feet long, 
6 feet wide and 4 fet high, and in 
massiveness is not uniike some of the 
mortuary chambers in the Valley of 
the Kings of Egypt. 

Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, president of 
Oglethorpe university. was the first 
to enter the vault. He was followed 
by the Rev. Leslie Wright, the rec- 
tor. 

“You have made history,” was the 
rector’s laconic remark to Dr. Ja- 
cobs after the coffins had bean exam-

Wright appeared before the commis- 
sion yesterday and vigorously detend- 
ed the present ad valorem systein of 
taxation, declaring that what the 
state needed was administration and 
enforcement, amendment and protec- 
tion, rather than any basic change in 
method. 

J. M. B. Hoxsey, vice-president and 
acting president of the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph company, 
also appeared before the commission 
and made an interesting talk in sup- 
port. of classification and segregation 
of property for taxation. J. K. Orr, 
head of the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers’ association of Georgia, and 
prominent local manufacturer, joined 
with Mr. Hoxsey in condemning the 
sales tax. 

Would Exempt Mortgages. 

M. M. Sessions, of Marietta, prom- 
inent financier, spoke in favor of ex- 
empting mortgages from taxation. He 
said that to tax mortgages wouid be, 
in efeet, double taxation and made 
a strong argument in behalf of his 
contention. 

General Wright, whose long experi- 
ence in his present office ranks him 
as an expert on taxation, said that 
there is plenty of law on taxes in 
Georgia today. 

“Our present system is all right,” 
he said, “and what we need is 
economy, administration and enfurce- 
| ment. No system can or will b2 sat- 
isfactory in case of riotous appropri- 
ations.” 

He then told the commision how 
the bonded indebtedness of the state 
had been reduced, how interest on the 
bonded debt had come down and how 
the revenue raised under the so-called 
“broken down system” had increased 
annually.

Gress, for the prosecution, in his sum- 
ming up admitted that charges of a 
criminal nature had not been sustained 
by evidence.

Tt is also known that the report 
will contain a clause strongly con- 
demning individuals who have pub- 
licly attacked the commissioner and 
the department, making charges of a 
serious nature, but who failed to come 
before the committee to testify as to 
these charges, although given every 
opportunity to do so.

GRAND DRAGON JEWETT 
FREED ON RIOT CHARGE. 


Oklahoma City, October 10.—Riot- 
ing charges against N. C. Jewett, 
grand dragon of the Ku Klux Klan in 
Oklahoma, and two other men were 
dismissed today by Justice of the 
Peace Leo B. White after a pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The court ruled the evidence insuf- 
ficient to hold the men for trial. 

The charges grew out of the flog- 
ging here more than & year ago of E. 
R. Merriman, in which the defend- 
ants were alleged to have participated. 

L. L. Rohde and C. Whitlock, both 
of Oklahoma City, were the other two 
men. Jewett denied on the witness 
stand today the accusation of Dr. 
A. A. Maupin, Oklahoma City den- 
tist, that he (Jewett) had led the 
band of masked men who flogged Mer- 
rimar for his alleged relations with a 
married woman. Dr. Manpin, ac- 
cording to transcripts of testimony 
made public by Governor Walton, 
told the military court of inquiry in- 
vestigating mob violence here that the 
grand dragon had admitted to him 
that he had applied the whip to 
Merriman. 

The dentist on the stand today re- 
pudiated certain parts cf testimony at- 
tributed to him. The defense then 
demanded the official transcript of 
the military court testimony. (Coun- 
ty authorities declared it had been 
taken recently by Charles McCloud, 
one of Governor Walton’s secret 
agents. 

The court then issued an attach- 
ment for McCloud and recesseed the 
hearing until the writ could be sery- 
ed. After deputy sheriffs later re- 
ported that McCloud “could not be 
located, the charges were dismissed. 

The court room was jammed with 
spectators and cheers sreeted the dis- 
charge of the defendarts.

KELS SAGS A BIT 
AT GALLOWS DOOM 


Stockton, Cal., October 10.—Death 
on the gallows at Folsom State prison, 
Friday, January 4, was the sentence 
imposed today on Alexander A. Kels, 
Lodi, Cal., cattleman, who confessed 
to the murder of Edward Meservey, 
aged itinerant laborer, on a_ leased 
pasture of the Kels’ ranch in the pros- 
perous Lodi district, September 12. 

Kels sagged slightly when the words 
of the extreme judgment broke the 
hush of the packed court room. He 


recovered himself at vunce, however,

the strange story of the shoot:ng and 
burning of the aged wanderer. 

Kels is insured for $80,000 and the 
policies are said to contain q provision 
that if he meets with a violent death 
that his beneficiary will receive $105,- 
G00. He has a wife, who is seriously 
ill. and a daughter, 11 years old. 
Neither has as yet been told that Kels 
has been arrested, the last word they 
received of him being that he !.ad been 
found after he was supposed to have 
been burned to death in the fire that 
ali but incinerated his victim. His 
victim received an elaborate funeral 
under the impression of the mourners 
that it was Kels that had been killed 
in the fire. 

Kels told Judge Young Monday 
that he was greatly in debt and he 
killed the man he had hired to work

He also recom- 
mended that all moneys received by 
the state be paid into the state treas- 
ury and checked out only on. war- 
rants signed by the governor. 

Asked his views on an income tax,

he emphatically opposed it. Asked 
how they should ade the high-sa!- 
aried men who owned no property he 
proposed ‘an occupation tax graduated 
by size of esrnings. _ > 
Keep Tax Out of Politics. 

Concluding, he agreed that tax offi- 

cers should not be elected, but should 


be appointed by the governor on reC-we 


ommendation of the grand juries. 

Mr. Orr also thougnt it unwise to 
consider abandoning (‘he ad valorem 
system. He conceded that an income 
tax might imposed on gross in- 
comes, with graduations and a marxi- 
mum rate of 3 per cert and low ex- 
em ptions. 


“Every one should contribute some- 
thing to the support of the state.”

_ “There is no accountability in Geor- 
gia because 70 per cent of the people 
who elect the directors of the corper- 
ation (Georgia being a corporatizn) 
have no property interest at stake,” 
said Mr. Orr. “If every one contrib- 
uted something, it would eliminate 
bolshevik tendencies,” 

Mr. Orr also strongiy advocated an 
audit and budgeting system. 

Put Law in Constitution. 

Mr. Hoxsey, who aas made an ex- 
haustive study of the tax question, 
told the commission he believed the 
classification of property and its se- 
gregation should be written into the 
constitution, so that there could be 
no mistake, no misgiving, or doubt 
as to how the several classes of prop- 
erty are to be taxed. He ted the 
experience of other states that have 
adopted the classification system. 

Mr. Hoxsey suggested that, for 
state taxation purposes only, prop- 
erty should be segregated to include 
household goods and rurnishings, per- 
sonal clothing and jewelry, farm ime 
plements and machinery, cattle, horses 
and domestic animals, raw materials 
and stores of merchandise, stocks end 
bonds of foreign and domestic cor- 
porations. bills and accounts receiw- 
able, mortgages and other evidences 
of indebtedness, lease holds and all 
other intangible property not inelud- 
ing such intangible property as the 
value of franchises of corporations. 

He thought it would be wiser to 
wait until experience nad taught more 
about the budget sy<tem, before at-f 
tempting to write thia feature into 
the constitution. The budget commis- 
sion, he believed, should be an ex-of- 
ficio tax commission and that its ex- 
perience in a few years would be 
such as to show how it could best 
be controlled under  constitutioval

He 
informed Herr von Hoescli that when 
Germany was ready to make a propo- 
sition covering the entire reparations 
question, he would be glad to con- 
sider it. 
Determined on Own Program. 

The purpose of Premier Poincare it 
was indicated in French circles, ws 
to make it clear to the German charve 
that the allies were determined to 
earry through their own program in 
the occupied regions without the co- 
laboration of the German government. 

The French premier’s purpose 1° tv 
keep the pledges seize] free from the 
interference of the Berlin government 
until the essentials of the reparation 
problem are settled and the payments 
to the allies guaranteed. His position 
|is that the occupation cf the Ruhr was 
'a penalty applied for default in tle 
execution of the treaty of Versail'es 
and that Germany has nothing to do 
with the methods of applying that 
penalty. 

It was explained st the foreign 
office that there was some fear 
that the Berlin government might seek 
to complicate the situation in the 
Ruhr in some way even after the ces- 
sation of passive resistance. but that 
the French government and the fiel- 
gian government, as well, were deter- 
mined that the Ruhr question shouid 
be no further entangled. 

German Embassy Surprised. 


“Acting under instructions from mY 
government,” Herr von Hoesch said 
after his return to the German embas- 
sy, “I called upon Premier Poincare 
and laid before him the proposition of 
the reich’s desire to cooperate in the 
resumption of the economie life of the 
Ruhr, and suggesting a meeting of 
Belgian, French and German govett- 
ment representatives in the occupied 
territory to discuss ways and means 
by which this could be accomplished 
This proposal was refused. 

“ Thave no comment to make,” con- 
tinued the charge. “It is not for me 
to make comment. The first part cf 
my duty is done. It now remains for 
me to inform my government that the 
French government is unwilling to in- 
terfere with the negutiatiuns now ir 
progress in the Ruhr; that it cann>t 
discuss my preposal at this time, but 
is willing to examine, in collaboratioa 
with its allies, a German proposition 
dealing with the reparation question 
as awhole.” 

It was explained at the German em- 
bassy that the proposal was based on 
the faet that it was necessary to nro- 
vide work and food for the Ruhr pop- 
ulation, now that the payment of 
wages to the unemployed by Berlin has 
been stopped, and ‘also to arrange 
for the resumption of delivery in kind 
on reparation account. 

The surprise felt at the German em- 
bassy over the French refusal was ap- 
parent. It was remarked that Ger- 
many had complied with Premier 
Poincare’s conditions. The Germans 
pointed to his promise that the French 
government suspended the payment 
sistance ended when Germany revo«ced 
her ordinances forbididng intercourse 
by the Ruhr officials with the oceupy- 
ing authorities, and. when the Berlin 
governmeint suspended the payment 
of wages to the unempioyed. 

The Germans consider that beth 
these conditions now have been fi1}- 
filled but feel that the Ruhr question 
1s apparently no further advanced te- 
ward a solution. 

There is a 
that the idea in Berlin is to seek 
economic accords that would give the 
Germans some return for the advan- 
tages which niay be gained from the 
Ruhr occupation by the allies when 
the industrial activity there is re- 
vived. 

Stinnes’ Work Blamed. 

The activities of Hugo 
German industrial magnate, during 
the last week. are responsible in some 
measure at least, it is intimated, for 
the caution displayed by M. Poin- 
Care. WStinnes is understood to have 
endeavored to get General’ Degoutte 
to impose an increase in working 
hours on the Ruhr employees, but 
the allied commander acting on in- 
structions from Paris refused to have 
anything to do with it, telling Herr 
Stinnes that the French government 
was determined not to interfere in 
purely domestic questions. This, it 
ig said at the foreign office, did rot 
prevent the Stinnes newspapers from 
reporting that it was the French who 
wanted to impose the longer working 
hours. 

The negotiations between the allied 
mine control commission and the op- 
erators are continuing at Duesseldorf 
satisfactorily to the French authori- 
ties, it was declared tonight, and for 
the moment the hopes of the allies 
\are centered there. Indications are 
‘that the railroad workers will return 
to their posts within a few days and 
that the movement of coal and coke 
will soon be resumed. 

The contracts already signed are in 
the hands of the reparation commis- 
sion for approval of the clauses pro- 
viding for resumption of coal dediiver- 
fes to the allies. If no obiections 
are raised the allies, it is thoue%t, 
will begin to receive shipments before 
the end of the present month.

| Real Estate Income | 
Taxes To Be Collected 
By Federal Deputies || 


Investigationg conducted by field 
deputies of the Internal revenue serv- 
ice indicate that hundreds of taxpayers 
in the Georgia district have neglected 
intentionally and otherwise, to in- 
clude, as income in their returns for 
1920, 1921 and 1922, profits realized 
from the sale of real estate, according 
to Collector J. T. Rose, who several 
weeks ago ordered. a rigid probe to 
be made of suspected evasions of in- 
come regulations. 

The collector has ordered that a 
transcript be made of all doubtful 
transfers, to ascertain whether or not 
the sales involved have been reported 
upon the income tax return. 


“It is my belief that the failure of 
many taxpayers to include real estate 
profits in their returns was due to an 
erroneous interpretation of the income 
tax laws, and to misleading publicity 
that was given out prior to the ruling | 
of the United States supreme court. | 
holding that such gains were taxable | 
income under the revenue laws,” Col- | 
lector Rose stated. ) 

In cases where the taxpayer does 
not voluntarily disclose items of in- 
come that were omitted, and where | 
the gains from real estate sales have | 
not been reported, the collector said | 
that it would be necessary to assess 
full penalties.

British racing enthusiasts who 
gathered at the station to bid the fa- 
mous jockey good-by cnoose the “come 
on, Steve” slogan as the best me‘hod 
of wishing him luck m his internation- 
Jal venture at Belmont park. . What- 
| ever excuses may be offered for the 
outcome of the intertational race,“no 
one on this side will »iame Donoghue, 
He has been the leading jockey in 
England for nine yea and England 
relies on him implicitly to bring out 
the best in Papyrus, in the eontest 
'with Zev. 

Donoghue came to England- from 
Ireland, where he had burned up the 
Irish tracks. His first success with 
a Derby horse was in 1915, when he 
rode Solly Joel’s Pommern. He re- 
“er heros in 1917 with Gay Crusader, 
longihg to the famou~ banker-owter, 
Cox, since dead. These 
however, were not massed as rea} 
Derbys. They were run at New 
Market as “war’ Derbys, the epsom 
race having beén suspended for the 
duration of the wat. 

But in 1921 Donoghue became the 
Derby jockey in realits. He won the 
elassic event with J. B. Joel's Hu- 
morist. The next year he brou,ht 
home Captain Cuttle, uwned by Lord 
Woolavington (then Sir James Buch- 
anan) of Biack and White Shishey 
fame. And this year he put up the 
record of three successive Derbys— 
lwhich no jockey had done in 143 
years of Derbys—by bringing hume 
Ben [rish’s Papyrus. 

Donoghue is a natural jockey. He 
rides, without “wasting” or dieting, 
at 108 pounds. He ‘s 36 years ald 
now, and there is no successor to Lim 
in sight. 

Outside of racing Denoghue is a 
‘man of affatre. He :eceived $2,500 
for writing “How I Won the Derty” 
this year. He received $20,000 for a 
brief autobiography. 

Donoghue’s London flat is in Pall 
Mall, almost across the street from 
the Prince of Wales and Queen Alex- 
andra, and on all sides of him are 
royalties and robilities and exclusive 
clubs—one of them the Solemn Ath- 
enneum. Steve becomes Mr. S, Don- 
oghue as soon as he doffs his silks 
and turns himself over to hia valet.

If through mistake the tobacconist 
should give the smoker a cigar o. an- 
other make, and the purchaser found 
it just as satisfying, being unable to 
detect the difference, the cigar might 
be classed as “something just. as 
good,”” 

In the Metropolitan Museum of 
generally believed to be the work of 
Rembrandt, the Dutch master.

But now John Charles Van Dyke, 
a recognized art critic, come along

Prof. Van Dyke has just published 
a book, “Rembrandt and His School.”

If it requires 40 years of study to 
raise a doubt in the minds of art 
critics as to whether a Rembrandt is 
really a Rembrandt, how long will 
it take to convince the public that it 
isn’t? 

And if it is so difficult to difftren- 
tiate, may this fact itself not be ac- 
cepted as proof that there are painters 
of the Rembrandt school just about 
as good as the master, even if un- 
known to fame? 

Perbaps the question rnised hv 
Prof. Van Dyke coutd be answered 
only by Rembrandt himself. and he 
has been dead more than 250 years. 

It is a virtue of mankind to hold 
ir veneration the names and memory 
of those who have performed great 
service, of whatever kind. It is a 
frailty of mankind to base judgement 
of a work not on the merit of the 
work itself, but on the reputation of 
the worker. 

Sometimes the “something just as 
good’ is really so.

Girls are equivalent to money in 
Liberia, Sister Jennie Larmonth, who 
recently returned to Baltimore after 
five years’ missionary work in Li-

trip in hammocks, borne by negroes, 
from the coast. 

When fathers of Liberia are in need 
of money they frequently pawn taeir 
daughters and sons, and seldom are 
they redeemed, Sister Jennie said. A 
girl is also worth a great deal to the 
native Liberian in che interior be- 
cause the parents receive a dowry 
from her husband at her marriage, 
and even after the wedding they «an, 
at any time, demand more from the 
hushand.

SEEN IN GRAINS 


Chicago, October 10.—Wheat took 
a decided new upturn in price today 
owing chiefly to bullish aspects of the 
government crop report and as a re- 
sult of notable strength in the corn 
market. Wheat closed strong at the 
day's best level, 1 1-2 to 2 1-8 cents 
net higher with December 109 3-4 to 
109 3-4@7-8 and May 113 7-8@114. 
Corn finished 1 1-4@1 3-8 to 7-8 
cent up, oats at 1-2 to 7-S@1 cent 
and provisions ranging from 7 cents 
decline to 20 cents advance. 

In view of the fact that the gor- 
ernment estimate as to the ddmestic 
yield of spring wheat was not only 


smaller than private reports had in-- 


dicated, but was the smallest since 
1919, many commission houses went 
promptly to the buying side, and met 
with little resistance until after the 
market had scored the greater part 
of the days advance. Bulls asserted 
that the spring crop in Minnesota, 
the Dakotas*‘and Montana was. shown 
to be the smallest in thirty years. 
Mueh notice was also given the fact 
that despite a bearish report which 
the government had made as to corm, 
the corn market today was soaring 
above the season's previous top prices 
of corn for immediate delivery and 
for October and December as well. 
Some additional purehasing of wheat 
was ascribed to vague reports about 
a gold loan to Germany. 

carcity of current supplies of old 
corn became so pronounced that talk 
was heard as to a likelihood of corn 
selling soon higher than wheat, al- 
though some new orn is already be- 
ing booked for early shipment to 
Chieago from nearby farms. Oats 
ascended with corn and wheat. 

Improved shipping demand helped 
to lift the provision market.

in regulated areas under the federal 
‘pink boll-worm quarantine will be

aunounced today by the 
‘ticultural board. 
the quarantine applies specifically to 
‘baled cotton lint and lIinters. Cer- 
‘tain conditions must be complied 


by rail over a route prescribed. 

| The board’s action was taken in re- 
sponse to requests t-om merchants 
‘in the Las Cruces Valley for per- 
mission to ship by rail direct to Cana- 
da. The board, however, decided to 
permit shipments from all regulated 
‘areas in New Mexico, Texas and 
Louisiana. In the case of most of 
the regulated areas the cotton so 
‘moved will pass through less cotton 
| territory. or at d#east only © slightly 
more, than it now passes through on 
the way to the various gulf ports. 

“On account of the very = small 
crops produced in the regulated dis- 
trict of Cameron Parish, La., and in 
the Trinity Bay district, and in cer- 
tain counties on the Rio Grande in 
‘western Texas,”’ the board declares, 
“it is not at all likely that any cot- 
‘ton originating in these districts will 
be shipped to Canadian points. It 
goes automatically to the gulf ports 
for export. 

“It should he noted also that in the 
old pink boll-worm aceas in central | 
and eastern Texas and in Louisiana, 
no infestation has been found for 
two vears, and for most of the area 
for three years or more, and even in |

“Why is it that so many persons 
advocate lower freight rates as R 
measure of relief for the farmer, and 
so few think of urging reductions of 
prices, or taxes, and of the wages 
paid organized labor, as measures of 
relief. Where is the man in public life 
who hans yet had the courage to tell 
the farmers who are losing money, that 
the bulk of it is going in the form of 
high wages to organized labor, em- 
ployed not only in our railroads but 
in all our other great industries?

a resolution indorsing President 
(seorge Berry of the International 
Pressmen’s union for denouncing the 
New York pressmen for striking while 
their chief was negotiating with the 
employers to settle the differences 
that existed. The resolutivun upheld 
ir emphatic terms the sanctity of the 
labor contract. 

Notwithstanding that President J. 
S. Tiller, of the local pressmen’s 
union, requested the resolution be in- 
dorsed, and that statements were 
made that such indorsement had been 
igiven Berry by one of the local press- 
men’s unions and that similar action 
had been taken by the Ameriean Fed- 
eration of Labor,now in session in 
Portland, Ore., a majority vote of the 
Atlanta Central labor body deferred 
action upon the resolution, referring 
it to the executive committee for a 
future report. 

This action called forth a rebuke 
' from President C. W Cunningham. 
“Contracts Are Sacred.” 
| “Jf there is anything in the world 
‘that organized labor should always 
ivote to upheld,” said he, “it is the 
jsacredness of the contract! Where 
'would we be without the contract?” 

He declared that for his life he 
'eould not comprehend how the body 
| could have acted favorably upon a 
recent resolution affecting the in- 
terests of the Georgia Railway & 
Power company because it had bten 
introduced by a local union working 
‘for that company, and then turn down 
‘this resolution after the leader of 
one of its locals had requested its 
passage because of its potential effect 
upon the contract. 

The resolution was introduced by 
a member of the moulders’ union and 
was supported warmly by William 
Van Houten and J. S. Tiller, both of 
whom stressed the effect it would 
have upon the regard for the contract 
all over the eountry. Both of the 
speakers urged the immediate action 
‘of the central labor body, saying that 
they had been informed through the 
press and through magazine articles 
and newspaper editorials that 300 of 
' the 2,000 New York pressmen, most 
‘of whom were juniors, had met and 
that 175 of the three hundred had 
voted to strike on the papers of the 
mctropolis while George Berry, presi- 
dent of the union, was in negoation 
with the publishers. 

Opposing the resolution was Robert 
R. Gann, of the local typographical 
union, who, however, declared that he 
believed Berry was right, and that he 
felt that he would be ultimately in- 
dorsed.
